The Public Proseeutor in Devin was Ivan 
ivaney, a jawyer. The jury for trials is selected by the Personnel Commissioner 
of the District Council ard 18 wmposed of Communist Party members. - . 

The manager of the Devin branch office of the National Bank was a certain 

Lukov.. The residents of Devin were not allowed to have more than 2,000 leva 
with them. The remainder of their money had to be deposited in the Bank. 

The district's hospital was iocated in Shiroka Luka village. The Devin dispensary 
was headed by Dr. Ovagin and had one additional physician. Each community, 
group of villages as listed above, had its own doctor. 
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The government shops and the district cooperative distributed all consumer goods 
in Devin district. The cooperative manager was. Khristo ‘Pisudov; Pisudov's aséist- 
ant was Stefan. Manolov. Ilia Paier, a representative of the Ministry of Interior, 
was responsible for supervision of the collection of compulsory quotas of farm 
products for the government, It was rumored that the Ministry representatives. 
would be selected by each Community People's Couneil. Z 

The district offiee of the state enterprise in charge of road repairs. had eight 
employees . The office manager was ‘jasil Todorov Lalov. 


There were 34 elementary schools. with 9,000 students and 140 teachers in Devin © 
district, In Devin there was an elementary school and gymnasiua with 11 grades; 
the enrollment was approximately 520 students. 


The Deyin branch of the Red Cross sponsored a course to train nurses and another 
course to. train medical aides. All gymnasium graduates in Devin were obliged 

to attend one of the courses, ‘he students were used by the. Red Cross to collect 
various "voluntary" contributions for Communist causes. Dr. Aleksandur Fadeev 
was the Red Cross office manager. 


There was a. sawmill employing approximately 70 workers located in Mikhalkovo 
village. Another sawmill, employixg. approximately 150 workers, was located near 


Trigrad village; the ‘ Mri grad sawmill was equipped with new mncninery of Swedish. 
manufacture. . 
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
